of  the  Radcliffe  Borough  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1953  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  population,  according-  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate 
is  virtually  unchanged,  and  his  mid-year  estimate  is  27,540. 

The  adjusted*  birth  rate  was  16.0  per  thousand  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  compared  with  the  rate  of  15.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  11.9  per  thousand  of  the  popu¬ 
lation,  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.4. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  and  the  infant  mortality  rate 
was  a  record  low  figure  of  19.4  per  thousand  live  births.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  W'ales  was  26.8  per  thousand 
live  births. 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  the  borough  has  remained 
entirelv  free  from  diphtheria.  The  principle  infections  -vv-ere 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  and  whooping  cough.  There  was  only 
one  death  from  infectious  disease,  and  that  was  a  case  of  meningo¬ 
coccal  infection  in  an  infant. 

There  were  15  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  two 
deaths.  Twenty-six  samples  of  raw  milk  were  tested  for 
tuberculous  infection,  and  one  sample  was  found  to  be  positive. 
Immediate  action  was  taken  to  deal  with  this  source  of  infection. 

The  water  supply  gave  eight  unsatisfactory  bacteriological 
samples.  This  was  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  water  it  not 
filtered,  and  partly  to  disturbance  caused  by  scraping  of  trunk 
mains. 

*  Adjusted  means  corrected  to  a  standard  population  for  the  purpose 
of  comparison  with  other  districts. 
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Smoke  pollution  of  the  area  continues  to  be  heavy.  Two 
large  firms  in  tlie  district  have  installed  additional  boiler  plant 
and  modernised  their  coal  burning  appliances.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  second  report  of  the  Beaver  Committee  will  materially  assist 
local  authorities  in  dealing  with  this  serious  health  problem. 

Complaints  have  been  made  during  the  year  about  excessive 
noise  from  a  factory  in  the  central  part  of  the  town  which  is  very 
close  to  a  number  of  houses.  The  Council  have  made  every 
effort  to  have  this  nuisance  abated,  but  their  powers  are  limited. 

Ninety  houses  and  38  Hats  have  been  completed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year,  and  16  by  private  enterprise.  One  group  of 
old  houses  has  been  dealt  with  as  a  clearance  area,  but  there  are 
many  houses  which  are  sub-standard  and  are  due  for  replace¬ 
ment. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  Officers  for  their  interest  and  valuable  help 
during  the  year  in  the  work  of  the  department.

SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the  provision  and 
maintenance  of  local  health  services  such  as  Child  Welfare,  Mental 
Health,  Care  of  School  Children,  and  Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services  provided  bv  the  County  Council  are 
administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  12  from  headquarters  in  Bury. 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 
Patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 
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The  Boroug-h  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the 
remainder  of  local  health  services,  and  the  whole  of  those  matters 
likely  to  affect  or  be  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of  high 
standards  of  environmental  health.  These  services  include  : — 

Control  of  Infectious  Diseases  (including  Food  poisoning). 

Provision  of  suitable  Water  Supplies. 

Control  of  food  and  food  preparing  premises  (including  the 
sampling  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foodstuffs  for 
bacteriological  examination). 

Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  of  public 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human  habi¬ 
tation. 

Detection  and  prevention  of  nuisances. 

The  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Control  of  rat,  mouse,  and  insect  infestations. 

The  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream,  and  samples  of 
other  foods,  and  the  examination  of  patholigical  specimens  is 
undertaken  without  charge  to  the  Borough,  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory^  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester.

Mr.  H.  R.  Davenport,  A.M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  the  Engineer  and 
Manager  of  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks,  has  also  kindly  given  me 
the  following  particulars  with  regard  to  Ainsworth. 

(a)  The  water  supplied  to  that  part  of  the  Borough  of  Radcliffe  which 
is  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks 
Undertaking  was  satisfactory  both  as  regards  c]uality  and  quantity. 

(1j)  The  supply  was  from  the  Dingle  slow  sand  filters,  12  samples  of 
which  were  subjected  to  a  full  chemical  analysis  and  49  samples 
to  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Borough  .\nalyst,  the  results 
showed  that  general  filtration  and  treatment  of  the  raw  water 
were  necessary,  and  that  the  filtered  and  treated  water  was  of  excel¬ 
lent  quality,  B.  Coli  being  absent  in  almost  all  cases  in  100  mills. 
All  water  is  treated  before  passing  into  supply. 
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(c)  From  tests  made  weekly  the  water  was  shown  to  liave  no  phim])o- 
solvent  action. 

(d)  No  action  was  required  to  he  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination. 

(e)  During  the  year  an  additional  35  yards  of  3  inch  diameter  water 
mains  were  laid  within  the  area.

Closet  Accommodation. 

Financial  assistance  has  been  given  for  the  conversion  of 
privies  to  fresh  water  closets  since  1921,  and  a  corresponding 
grant  was  sanctioned  in  May,  1938,  for  the  conversion  of  waste 
w’ater  closets.  With  few  exceptions  the  privies  and  pail  closets 
that  w'ere  w'ithin  access  to  sewers  and  the  main  water  supply 
had  been  dealt  with  before  the  outbreak  of  w'ar,  and  steady 
progress  was  being  made  with  the  waste  Water  Closets  when  war 
brought  this  w'Ork  to  a  standstill. 

The  following  table  shows  the  closet  and  ashpit  accommoda¬ 
tion  at  the  end  of  1920,  and  1926,  also  at  the  end  of  each  of  the

Smoke  Abatement. 

71  smoke  observations  have  been  taken,  and  visits  paid  to 
the  various  boiler  houses. 

One  new  boiler  house  containing  four  boilers  and  equipped 
with  modern  appliances  is  nearing  completion,  and  will  be  in 
operation  early  in  1954.  Another  range  of  boilers  is  being  fitted 
with  chain  grate  stokers,  and  plans  are  in  hand  for  the  erection 
of  another  boiler  house  to  accommodate  additional  boilers. 

Tests  are  taking  place  at  another  works  with  a  view  lo 
reorganising  the  boiler  plant. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  much  hard  work  over  the  last  few 
years  is  at  last  showing  signs  of  fruition,  and  the  outlook  for  a 
cleaner  atmosphere  is  brighter. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  rodent  operative  has  been  fully  engaged  during  the 
year,  and  much  good  work  has  been  done.

There  is  a  free  service  to  private  dwellings,  but  a  charge 
is  made  for  treating  business  premises. 

\\4ien  this  is  considered  against  the  cost  of  damage  done  by 
the  rodents,  especially  to  food,  the  cost  becomes  negligible. 
Owners  and  occupiers  of  premises  would  be  well  advised  to  take 
advantage  of  this  excellent  service. 

Disinfection. 

66  houses  were  disinfected  after  infectious  disease,  and  12 
houses  disinfested  for  insects.  The  latter  treatment  was  with 

D.D.T. 

40  articles  have  been  disinfected  in  the  steam  disinfector.

SECTION  F. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

The  war-time  measure  of  centralised  killing  has  resulted  in 
the  cessation  of  the  use  of  the  local  slaughter-houses,  all  the  meat 
coming  from  Bury.  Food  premises  are  visited  as  normal  routine; 
advice  is  given  and  recommendations  made  resulting  in  improve¬ 
ments  being  carried  out. 

At  the  end  of  1958  there  were  on  the  register  100  dairymen 
or  distributors  of  milk.
